SHREWSBURY,  Auguft  27. 

Captain  Duval,  of  the  navy,  arrived 
Vefterday  at  the  admiralty,  with  difpatch- 
es  from  Lore!  Whitworth  at  Copenhagen. 
There  was  a  council  of  his  majelty's  mi- 
niilers  on  the  occulion,  confiding  of  the 
duke  of  Portland,  earls  Chatham,  Spen- 
cer, alia  Liverpool,  lord  Crenville,  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  and  Mr. 
Dundas.  The  deliberations  laded  from 
eleven  until  four  in  the  afternoon.  Cap- 
tain Duval  left  town  lad  night  with  fhe 
refult  of  the  council,  to  Admiral  Dick- 
fon,  to  be  forwarded  to  Lord  Whitworth. 

An  exprefs  has  been  received  at  the 
admiralty  from  Cork,  which  announces 
the  failing  of  ten  men  of  war,  and  four  ai- 
med Ihips,  with  troops  on  board,  on  Fri- 
day Lit,  to  join  the  ret*  of  the  armament 
engaged  on  an  expedition,  the  object  of 
which  is  full  kept  a  fecret. 

By  accounts  from  the  Grand  Fleet  we 
find  that  one  of  the  tranfports  failing  bad- 
ly did  not  arrive  off  Uihant  till  all  the  o- 
thers  were  gone  from  the  fleet — in  confe- 
rence of  which  an  order  was  given  for 
the  Tingle  tranfport  to  repair  of!"

Deriving  as  we  do,  for  the  molt  part, 
our  or  gin  from  countries  bordering  on 
the  ocean  ;  our  ideas,  naturally  take  a 
commercial  direction.  Notwithdanding. 
our  remote  fituation  from  the  fea  ; — na- 
ture, bountiful  in  her  gifts,has  afforded  us 
j  the  means  of  intercourfe  with  foreign  na- 
1  tions, — through  a  channel,  both  natural 
and  practicable,  the  Ohio  and  Miffiffippi 
rivers, — together  with  the  numerous  na- 
vigable dreams  which  take  their  direc- 
tions through  various  parts  of  our  fruit- 
ful country.

The  penitentiary  houl'e,  I  anl  happy  to 
inform  you  has  been  completed.  The  mo- 
nies appropriated  to  this  building,  I  have 
reafon  to  believe  have  proved  nearly  ade- 
quate to  the  objects  for  which  thev  were 
intended*  There  may  be  fome  incidental 
demands,  which  will  probably  require  a 
farther  appropriation  ; — but  on  this  fub- 
ject you  will  be  able  to  judge  more  ac- 
curately, when  a  report  (hall  be  made  by 
the  directors  of  the  building.
